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PROCEEDINGS 


Bishop Delores J. Williamston welcomed all those in attendance and those watching via live stream to 
this Special Called Session of the Louisiana Conference of The United Methodist Church. 


The Lord is in His Holy Temple, let all the earth be silent before him. 

Greetings and blessings to the members of the Louisiana Annual Conference and to the guest in 
attendance and those watching online at home. 

For those in persons in the sanctuary and overflow seating, | invite you turn your cell phones to silent or 
vibrate as we prepare for this meeting today. 


Now | invite you to stand for the singing of Hymn 117, O God Our Help in Ages Past. 


Now hear these words from Psalm 90:1-2 
“Lord, you have been our dwelling place throughout the generations. Before the mountains were 
born or you brought forth the whole world, from everlasting to everlasting You are God!” 


| believe what the Psalmist wrote is true, 
The Lord God is our dwelling place, throughout all generations and from everlasting to 
everlasting, God remains God. 


In other words, God is: 
Our refugee, Our abode, Our cave, 
Our pad or crib, Our Casa is God. 


God is: 

Our shelter, our hacienda, our apartment, our home, our dwelling place throughout the generations of our 
ancestors to today. And to the generations to come of our children’s children, in all times and through all 
situations and circumstances, God is our Home. And God has remained the same from the beginning to 
the end. God is the same, and as it says in Hebrews, Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, today, and 
forevermore. And God is Sovereign — supreme, unrestricted, unlimited, infinite in power and wisdom. 


Today, we gather here as God’s creation, created in God’s image, yet we finite/limited in our 
understanding of God’s creation around us and of each other. We gather in this location, in this house of 
worship, to conduct the business of disaffiliations of churches from the United Methodist Church in the 
Louisiana Conference. 


We realize, in this, the loss of some friends, colleagues, and communal relationships. The loss of 
treasured spaces, places where baptisms, weddings, funerals, confirmations, ordinations and 
commissioning services were held. And where relationships and faith formations happened in Sunday 
Schools and bible studies, in vacation bible schools and on mission trips and more. 


These places held adults, youth and children, who came together at United Methodist Churches, rich in 
the history of John Wesley, and the hymns of Charles Wesley, in a movement that eventually became the 
United Methodist Church of today. 


But after today, for some, life will be expressed differently as we depart from one another. As some have 
decided to express their discipleship elsewhere by disaffiliation, and some have decided to stay United 
Methodist. However, in this moment we are to remember... 


God is our dwelling place....and God is with us in this place, 

And God is beyond the structures of denominations, disaffiliations, affiliations, and other 
expressions..... 

God is always with us and will never leave us! 


So, yes, today we are here for the sole purpose of voting on the Conference Board of Trustees’ 
recommendations for the churches disaffiliating from the Louisiana Conference per paragraph 2553. 


So, in these moments, we are charged to remember the two greatest commandments Jesus gave to his 
disciples: 

‘Love the Lord your God with all your heart and with all your soul and with all your mind 
and with all your strength.’ And the second, ‘Love your neighbor as yourself.’ There are no 
commandments greater than these.” 


So, sisters and brothers, here in person and at home, it is important we do as Jesus commanded in our 
time together today in this sacred space. Let us pause, take a look at your neighbors sitting around you, 
inhere or at home watching on live stream. 


And remember Jesus’ commandments to us 
To Love God and Love our neighbor as ourselves. 


And now, let us hear these words again: 
“Lord, you have been our dwelling place throughout the generations. Before the mountains 
were born or you brought forth the whole world, from everlasting to everlasting You are God!” 


Bishop Williamston invited Conference Lay Leader, Mrs. Jennifer Swann, to lead the delegation in prayer. 


“God, we come to you today, remembering that you are God and we are not. We come gathered as your 
people, remembering who we have been to each other and hopeful for our future. We come confessing 
that we have failed. We do not know how to live together as your beloved community. We come today to 
do this business of the conference — the final step in the disaffiliation process for some of our 
congregations. 

This is our offering. We acknowledge that it is not perfect, that we are not perfect, and acknowledging 
that throughout our past, though we have always been your people, we have not been perfect. But we 
remember who we have been to each other, and who we will continue to be to you. Whether we are 
United Methodist or whether we are not, we will continue to be your people, continuing to offer our 
imperfect work for your perfect Kingdom. We ask, Got, that you will bless the work set before us today, 
and that we will go from this place, continuing to dwell in you as we have for generations past. We ask 
these things in the name of your Son, Jesus Christ. Amen. 


Bishop Williamston called the session to order. 


On this day, Saturday, May 27, 2023, | call to order the Special Session of the Louisiana Annual 
Conference, for SOLE purpose of voting on the Louisiana Conference Board of Trustee’s 
recommendations, for the churches disaffiliating per paragraph 2553, from the Louisiana Conference of 
the United Methodist Church. 


Bishop Williamston called upon Rev. Dr. Thomas E. Dolph, Conference Secretary for the Roll Call and 
Opening Motions. Dr. Dolph made the following motions: 


| move that the Roll Call of this special session of the Louisiana Annual Conference consist of those 
members who have checked in at First United Methodist Church, Baton Rouge, and have collected their 
credentials as provided by the Conference Secretary. 


| also move, that beginning Saturday, May 27, 2023, beginning at 10:00 am, the Sanctuary, inclusive of 
the nave, chancel, and balcony, of First United Methodist Church, Baton Rouge, Louisiana, be set as the 
bar of the Conference, and that only voting delegates, or persons authorized by the Conference 
Secretary, be seated in the bar. 


| also move that any printed material that is to be distributed to the Annual Conference session, be 
cleared through the Conference Secretary prior to distribution. 


| further move that the Resolutions for Disaffiliation be voted on in globo by District. 


Finally, | move that the agenda be set as presented in the delegate information packet, and that the 
Bishop be empowered to adjust the agenda as deemed necessary to complete the work of the 
Conference. 


The motions were put before the Conference, and passed. Dr. Dolph asked that anyone wishing to 
speak, identify themselves by name, district and church represented. 


Bishop Williamston called upon Mrs. Michelle Sauls, chairperson of the Board of Trustees, to present the 
resolutions for disaffiliations as presented in the Conference Board of Trustees Report found in the 
Special Called Session Delegate Information Packet beginning on page 1. 


Mrs. Sauls began with the recommendation from the Board of Trustees to grant the requests for 
disaffiliation from 95 churches, and then requested that she be allowed to present the resolution, with the 
understanding and approval of the delegation, that the same resolution will apply to each of the 95 
churches listed in the report. Mrs. Sauls then read the resolution for disaffiliation that applies to all 
churches listed in the report. 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Book of Discipline Paragraph 2553, and at a duly noticed and called church 
conference, of the 95 listed churches, by at least a two thirds majority vote of the professing members of 
that local church present, voted to disaffiliate from the United Methodist Church; and 


WHEREAS, the terms and conditions of that disaffiliation were duly established by the LA Annual 
Conference Board of Trustees, with the advice of the cabinet, the annual conference treasurer, the annual 
conference benefits officer, the director of connectional ministries, and the annual conference chancellor, 
and were memorialized in a disaffiliation agreement executed by and between the annual conference and 
the trustees of the local church, acting on behalf of its members, which disaffiliation agreement is 
consistent with the provisions of the Standard Disaffiliation Agreement promulgated and published by the 
General Council on Finance and Administration of The United Methodist Church and such additional 
standard terms as have been established by the LA Annual Conference Board of Trustees and approved 
by the Louisiana Annual Conference; and 


WHEREAS, a local church may not sever its connectional relationship to the United Methodist Church 
without the consent of its annual conference, and United Methodist Judicial Council Decision Number 
1379 thus requires ratification of a disaffiliation agreement by a simple majority of the members of the 
annual conference present and voting: 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Louisiana Annual Conference of The United Methodist Church, 
South Central Jurisdiction, in Annual Conference assembled, that the disaffiliation agreement executed by 
and between the Louisiana Annual Conference and the Trustees of each of the 95 churches, and the 
same is hereby ratified and approved; and, upon satisfaction of tis terms and payment of all consideration 
provided therein, that two members of the Louisiana Annual Conference Board of Trustees are hereby 
authorized to execute any document(s) necessary to release any claims that the Louisiana Annual 
Conference may have under Book of Discipline Paragraph 2501 and other paragraphs of The Book of 
Discipline of The United Methodist Church, commonly referred to as the trust clause, upon and as to the 
property of each of the 95 United Methodist churches and its successor. 


Mrs. Sauls stated that each of the 95 resolutions for disaffiliation were now before the delegation, and that 
each District Superintendent would read the name of each churches in his/her district. Mrs. Sauls moved 
for the approval of the resolutions be by district. No second of the motion was required. 


At this time, Rev. Richard “Dick” Humphries, retired elder, Shreveport District, had a question concerning 
the fact that, as of the date of publication of the report (5:00 pm May 24, 2023), several of the churches 
listed had not submitted their final exit liability payment which is due by 4:00 pm on May 31, 2023, 
representing a signification amount that has not been paid. Rev. Humphries wanted to know what would 
happen if these churches, that the delegation is voting on today, did not submit their final payments by 
May 31, 2023 at 4:00 pm? Bishop Williamston responded by stating that those churches would have not 
completed the process, and would not be allowed to disaffiliate, even if the resolution for disaffiliation was 
approved by the delegation; they would remain as United Methodist. 


Rev. Tracy MacKenzie was recognized as having a question. Rev. MacKenzie wanted some clarification 
as to what would happen to those persons in the local churches who have been actively working for 
disaffiliation of their church; would those persons be required to resign from any local church or 
conference board on which they serve? Bishop Williamston confirmed that a person that chooses to 
remain as a member of a disaffiliated church, their conference association ends on May 31, 2023, and 
they can no longer serve on Conference boards or as Conference delegates. 


Bishop Williamston called upon Rev. Dr. Thomas E. Dolph to read the list of the 12 churches from the 
Shreveport District wishing to disaffiliate. (The list can be found in the Board of Trustees Report in the 
Special Called Session Delegate Information Packet on page 2). Dr. Dolph then offered a word of prayer. 


Mrs. Michele Sauls made the motion to approve the resolutions for disaffiliation of the 12 churches from 
the Shreveport District. Bishop Williamston ask if there were any questions before calling for the vote. 
Rev. Ray Branton, Retired Elder, Shreveport District asked if it was appropriate to speak “against” the 
vote for disaffiliation at this time; Bishop Williamston agreed that it was in order. Rev. Branton began by 
thanking the Board of Trustees for their work. Rev. Branton presented information concerning the 
financial implications to the Conference if the disaffiliations proceed as proposed and presented. He went 
on to encourage the delegation to consider how their vote today would impact the connectional structure 
of The United Methodist Church, and that we may need to go back to the “drawing board” to come up with 
a more financially equitable arrangement. Bishop Williamston recognized Rev. Lamar Oliver, Elder on 
leave of absence, Monroe District, as wishing to speak “for” the motion as a matter of fairness. Rev. 
Oliver noted that 68 churches had already completed the process as put forth by the Board of Trustees, 
and to change the process at this time would be unfair to these churches who have followed the same 
process. 

Bishop Williamston recognized Rev. Ann Sutton, Retired Elder, Lake Charles-Acadiana District, as 
wishing to speak “against” the motion. Rev. Sutton reminded the delegation that “the table was big 
enough for all” and asked those wishing to leave reconsider and just “don’t go.” Bishop Williamston 
recognized Rev. Lori Spangler, Foundry, Monroe District as wishing to speak “for” the motion. Rev. 
Spangler spoke to the fact that these churches have all discerned, prayed, and discussed for months their 
decision to disaffiliate. They were asked to vote their conscience, and that is what they did, and so to 
now vote against the decisions that they made, would be “a slap in the face”. She went on to say that this 
has been “hard, but Holy work”, and that by being in constant turmoil, we are “strangling the church”, thus 
keeping it from its true mission of ministry. 

At this time, the question was moved and seconded, and Bishop Williamston called on the vote to Call the 
Question; the motion passed. 

Bishop Williamston then called for the vote on the motion to approve the disaffiliation of the 12 churches 
in the Shreveport District. The motion passed. 

Bishop Williamston asked that the delegation refrain from any outburst after the votes, as it would be 
most inappropriate at this time and in this place. 


Mrs. Michele Sauls moved for the disaffiliation of the 28 churches in the Monroe District. Rev. Dr. Thomas 
E. Dolph, Monroe District Superintendent, read the names of the 28 churches wishing to disaffiliate. (The 
list can be found in the Board of Trustees Report in the Special Called Session Delegate Information 
Packet on page 2). Dr. Dolph then offered a word of prayer. 


Bishop Williamston called for the vote on the motion to approve the resolutions for disaffiliation of the 28 
churches from the Monroe District. Bishop Williamston ask if there were any questions, and there being 
none, the vote was taken. The motion passed. 


Mrs. Michele Sauls made a motion for the disaffiliation of the 25 churches in the Alexandria District. 

Rev. Karli D. Pidgeon, Alexandria District Superintendent, read the names of the 25 churches wishing to 
disaffiliate. (The list can be found in the Board of Trustees Report in the Special Called Session Delegate 
Information Packet on page 2). Rev. Pidgeon then offered a word of prayer. 


Bishop Williamston called for the vote on the motion to approve the resolutions for disaffiliation of the 25 
churches from the Alexandria District. Bishop Williamston ask if there were any questions, and there 
being none, the vote was taken. The motion passed. 


Mrs. Michele Sauls made a motion for the disaffiliation of the 15 churches in the Lake Charles-Acadiana 
District. Rev. Scott Bullock, Lake Charles-Acadiana District Superintendent, read the names of the 15 
churches wishing to disaffiliate. (The list can be found in the Board of Trustees Report in the Special 
Called Session Delegate Information Packet on pages 2-3). Rev. Bullock then offered a word of prayer. 


Bishop Williamston called for the vote on the motion to approve the resolutions for disaffiliation of the 15 
churches from the Lake Charles-Acadiana District. Bishop Williamston ask if there were any questions, 
and there being none, the vote was taken. The motion passed. 


Mrs. Michele Sauls made a motion for the disaffiliation of the 9 churches in the Baton Rouge District. 
Rev. Jan H. Curwick, Baton Rouge District Superintendent, read the names of the 9 churches wishing to 
disaffiliate. (The list can be found in the Board of Trustees Report in the Special Called Session Delegate 
Information Packet on page 3). Rev. Curwick then offered a word of prayer. 


Bishop Williamston called for the vote on the motion to approve the resolutions for disaffiliation of the 9 
churches from the Baton Rouge District. Bishop Williamston ask if there were any questions, and there 
being none, the vote was taken. The motion passed. 


Mrs. Michele Sauls made a motion for the disaffiliation of the 6 churches in the New Orleans District. 

Rev. Jan H. Curwick, New Orleans District Superintendent, read the names of the 6 churches wishing to 
disaffiliate. (The list can be found in the Board of Trustees Report in the Special Called Session Delegate 
Information Packet on page 3). Rev. Curwick then offered a word of prayer. 


Bishop Williamston called for the vote on the motion to approve the resolutions for disaffiliation of the 6 
churches from the New Orleans District. Bishop Williamston ask if there were any questions, and there 
being none, the vote was taken. The motion passed. 


Bishop Williamston offered these closing remarks: 


And now we have completed this special session of the Louisiana Annual Conference. The body has 
voted and ratified the decision of nearly 95 local churches of the Louisiana Annual Conference to 
disaffiliate effective May 31, 2023. 


This road has been long and it not been easy for those who choose to STAY/or REMAIN in the United 
Methodist Church. And | want to say to those who have chosen to STAY/REMAIN, we see you and are 
moving forward, and want you to know you DO have a PLACE! 


There is much work to do... 
We know healing is needed throughout the whole conference. 


But rest assured, there are signs of HOPE! in our conference. 
Ministries are happening, churches are reaching out to those who churches disaffiliated, groups are 
meeting in STAY UMC groups, & clergy are being deployed to minister to people in the church and 


community. New strategies are being developed to help people reconnect, and our sights are on people 
who have not yet been reached or have been a part of a worshiping community and do not know that they 
have a seat at the table. We are developing strategies to reach children, youth and young adults in our 
conference. And we are strengthening our ethnic churches. 


We are marching forward as disciples of Jesus Christ into God’s mission field as United Methodist 
believers in the Louisiana Annual Conference. 


Mindful of what Jesus said in Matthew 9: 
“The harvest is plentiful but the workers are few. #8 Ask the Lord of the harvest, therefore, to send 
out workers into God’s harvest field.” And that is exactly what we are doing. 


So today, as disciples in the United Methodist Church... we are not only called People of The United 
Methodist Church we are: 

A People of Hope, 

Laity of Hope, 

Pastors of Hope, 

Churches of Hope 

And Shepherds of Hope in the United Methodist Church in Louisiana. 


For our Hope is built on nothing less, than Jesus Blood and righteousness... We dare not trust the 
sweetest frame but wholly lead on Jesus Name 

On Christ the Solid Rock we will stand... 

All other ground is sinking sand. 

All other ground is sinking sand. 


So today, as Christ disciples in the United Methodist Church, we must raise the ceiling of our hopes, and 
march forward and onward in the name of Jesus Christ who is our Lord, our Savior and our Guide. 

For we know in this season of disaffiliations, as Roman 5 says in part ... “in this season of suffering, it has 
produced in us perseverance, character and hope! And hope does not put us to shame, and Hope does 
not disappoint, because God’s love has been poured out into our hearts through the power of the Holy 
Spirit, who is with us right now. 


So Let us go from this place, ready for what God will do in the life of the United Methodist Church in 
Louisiana and in The United Methodist denomination. 


And let us remember Psalms 90:1-2 in part: 
The Lord has been our dwelling place throughout the generations, from everlasting to everlasting, 
God is God! 


May Christ Blessings and Shalom be with you all as we prepare to depart today, let the Church say 
AMEN.

The sole purpose of this 
special session is for voting on the Louisiana Conference Board of Trustees’ recommendations for approving 
churches wishing to disaffiliate per paragraph 2553 of the Book of Discipline. 


On May 24, 2023, the Conference Board of Trustees voted to recommend the following ninety-five (95) resolutions 
to the delegation of the special session of the Louisiana Annual Conference. The chart on the following pages
